Protests Fail to Halt 


Slaughter of Seals 
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OTTAWA, — An annual 
spring slaughter of seals on 
the Atlantic coast of Canada 
will not be stopped despite 
protests concerning cruelty by 
seal skinners, Fisheries Minis- 
ter H. J. Robichaud has told a 
conference here of Humane 
Societies and Sealing Opera- 
tors. 

“I must deplore the position 
of a few who are using their 
connection with certain socie- 
ties to create unwarranted ob- 
jections to an operation which 
must be allowed to proceed in 
the best interest of the area 
affected,” he said. “Certain 
statements have been irre- 
sponsible and damaging to the 
image of Canada abroad. 

“I admit that there have 
been abuses, there has been 
evidence of undue cruelty in 


some cases, and it is our duty 
and responsibility to put a 
stop at once to such abuses 
and to enforce methods of 
killing that will prevent any 
attempt of cruelty in the seal- 
ing operation.” 

E. W. Jones of Ottawa, pres- 
ident of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Humane Societies, said 
that there has been some im- 
provement in the way the 
seals are killed, as a result of 
recent government regula- 
tions; but insisted that more 
supervision and controls are 
needed.
